AN ACT to extend the time for the collection of taxes in the town
of Burke, Dane county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, répreaénted n sen-
ateand assembly, do enact as follows:

SecrroN 1. The time for the collection of all town, Extenasa o
county, state and bounty taxes, levied upon the tax roll M+~ ®
for the year 1864, in the town of Burke, Dane county,
is hereby extended until the twenty-eighth day of
‘March, 1865, and the treasurer of said town shall have *
the same aathority to enforce the collection of such
taxeain said town, as is now conferred by law upon town -
treasurers for such purposes, within the, time preseribed
by their warrants, up to and including the said twenty-
eighth day of March: provided, shat nothing in thisact
shall be construed to extend the time for the payment
to the county treasurer of the state tax due from said
town.

Seortox 2. This act shall take effect and be_in force
from and after its Eaesa.ge and publication.
